who has indignantly resented some of 
Bennetts questions which, he said, 
contained insinuations which he 
strongly resented. The witness dis- 
claimed al! interest in the railway, | 
saying he was only solicitor, 
should not have been ragged into 
the case. 

“You are the only man in Canada 
who has any direct knowledge of it,” 
replied Mr. Bennett. 

A new point was brought out by Mr. 
Bennett, when he revealed that Mr. 
Minty had discussed the selling of 
the bonds of the Waterways to Mr, 
McMahon, inspector of the Traders 
bank for 102. This Mr, Minty said 
was Only a casual conversation, but

ment, 

The cotinsel also endeavored to con- 
nect Hon, C. W. Cross with the 
changing of the underwriting agree- 
ment in New York, providing, that 
the payments for the bonds should 
be in four monthly instalments | in- 
stead of a lump sum.

Regina, May 1—The carpenters and 
contractors of the. city have failed to 
come to terms, with the result that 
tomorrow will witness the beginning 
of a strike that threatens to tie ~up 
‘building operations throughohut the 
city, and seriously hamper work. on 
over a dozen large buildings now in 
course of erection, not to speak of 
seores of residences.

April Was. an Active Month in the 
Southern City and District. 


Galgary, May 1—The month closing 
Saturday shows unprecedented pros- 
perity in. Calgary and the districts 
surrounding it, Building returns. for

tire of $603,930, were issued. In April, 
1909 only 149 permits were asked for, 
at a total coat of $415 800, The inerease 
ia 68 per cent. During the past 30 
days the customs office bas collected 
$115,000 in custom receipts. In April 
last year, the total receipts were only 
$55,635.42. This shows an increase 
of over’ 100 per cent. The fext highest 
month in the history of the office was

Vancouver, B. C. ,April 30—An Eng- 
lish corporation which claims to have 
been offered an option for the purchase 
of the Dunstuir Coal Lands and, mines 
on Vancouver Island, and the Dunsmuir 
properties in the State of California, 
which options, it is alleged, it accepted, 
today issued a writ in the supreéme 
court to compel specific performance of 
the agreements which it declares).were 
entered into. As an alternative the 
English company asks for damages: for 
alleged breach of the agreements. 

The Defondants Named. 

The English. company, which has issu- 
ed the writ, is the, Brazilian Canadian 
and General Trust Company. The de- 
fendants named in the writ, which wae 
issued by Frederick John Fulton, » for- 
merly minister of Public Works in the 
British Columbia Government and a 
barrister of Kamloops, are Messrs. Eph- 
raim Hodgeson, of Nanaimo; George B. 
French, of Portland, Ore.; Richard El- 
liott, of Vivtoria, and James Dungmuir, 
of Victoria, the last meutioned, a form- 
er premier of British Columbia, 

The properties which the English cor- 
poration claims were offered’ to it, are 
valued at $11,000,000, that sum being the 
amount at which they were recently pur- 
chased by Messrs. William MeKenzie 
and D. D. Mann, respectively president 
and vice-president of the Cana@ian Nor- 
thern Railway Company. 

Gave Option to British Company. 

In the story. behind the issuing of this 
writ, the plaintiff company alleges that 
Ephraim Hodgeson, operating under an 
option alleged to have been given by R. 
T. Elliott to George B, French, went to 
London, England, and offered the pro- 
perties to the plaintiff company far 
$11,000,000. The plaintiff company fur- 
ther decierss that it accepted the pro- 
position under the option alieged to 
have been given to. Mr, French; that it 
instructed an agent in Seattle to audit 
the books of the Wellington Colliery 
Company. and arranged ito have ite min- 
ing expert leave ‘London for British 
Columbia for the purpose of inspecting 
the Dunsmuir coal holdings on Van- 
couver Island. 

Officials of the plaintiff company state 
that just as arrangements had been 
concluded they noticed in the press cab 
les to London that the Canadian North: 
ern Railway Company: had bought the 
Dunsmuir properties. They say they 
now seek the carrying out of their al- 
loved agreement or in the alternative, 
ask the supreme court of British Colum- 
bia to award them damages for breach 
of the alleged agreement.

Great Increase of Emigration. 
This means that neariy half as} 
many Americans will emigrate to 
Canada this year as lave done so in} 
the past fourteen years or since the! 
movement northward was inaugurated | 
by the immigration policy conceived | 
and develdped by Hon. Clifford Sifton. 
It means that very considerably over | 
twice as many will go thie year~ as 
went last. season] when a highwater | 
mark for U.S. emigration was estab- 
lished.

to the farm.’ They have just had 
a realization. forced upon them by a 
persistent, expensive, educative cam- 
paign’on the part of the Canadian 
government that Canada is a wonder- 
fully fertile, productive, man-hungry 
land awaiting and inviting the lana- 
hungry man. 

“It is the only country that has 
proved good enough for Americans to 
emigrate to.’ said James J. Hill, the 
famous railroad builder, authority 
on economies and vigorous apostle | 
of the creed that im agriculture lies | 
the real solution of the problem of 
sky-rocketing the cost of living and 
similar matters which are agiteting 
and disturbing the industrial world. 
Mr. Hill, as usual, is correct, 

A Gratifying Feature. 

But probably the most gratifying 
feature of the movement will be 
found in the fact that every one of 
the 200,000 who are expected to emi- 
grate this year will be a good citizen; 
about 98 per cent. of them are prac- 
tical farmers, familiar with the con- 
ditions they will be called -upon to 
face—a most desirable ‘and essential | 
matter at the present stage of the 
development of Canada; and all have 
ample financial resources to enable 
them to undertake farming or stock- 
raising on a profitable scale. 

St. Paul the Clearing House. 

St. Paul, because of its geographi- 
cal position as a strategic railway 
centre, is virtual'y a great clearing 
house for all the immigration to 
Canada from the middle western 
states. Here it is easily possible to 
formulate an idea of how general is 
the movement and how widespread 
the interest in Canada. It is confined 
to no sections or locations of the 
prairie states. Homeseekers’ excur- 
sions, arranged under the auspices 
of the immigration officials, leave 
here via the Soo line on the first and 
third Tuesdays an’ Wednesdays of 
each month, and it is in the composi- 
tion of one of these that a correct 


estimate of the cheracter of the 
movement may be formulated. Of 
course, the majority,.of the excur- 


sionists are from the 4 ricultvral 
states of Iowa, Indiana, Illinois, the 
Dakotas, Minnesota, Nebraska and 
Wyoming; but you also find men 
from Oklahoma, Louisiana, Colorado, 
Florida, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and old New Eng- 
land. very one of them is seeking 
a home or an opportunity for invest- 
ment on behalf of himself and his 
friends. Like the enquiries for in- 
formation which daily pour into the 
Canadian government” offices ~ here 
from New Yorks @n the “east, to Cali- 
fornia, on the west, they came from 
all parts of the union,

call at the Canadian immigration offi. 
ce here to make personal inquiry or 
to solicit direct reliable ‘nformation 
which is cheerfuly given them in a 
most painstaking manner.

All Looking for Land. 

It is interesting indeed to engage 
in conversation with many of these 
prospective citizens of Canada, and 
to learn from them the reasons why 
they are forsaking comfortable homes 
and surroundings in the older states 
to undertake pioneering work in the 
Canadian West.

The people want land 
and opportunities, which are impos- 
sible to secure in the older and well- 
settled sections, Every one of them 
who goes and makes a success of. it 
becomes the best imimigration agent 
available and his experience is worth 
tons of literature, no matter how at- 
tractive. \ 

My Scandinavian. friend previously 
alluded. to also informed me that 
there will be an increasingly large 
emigration of his countrymen from 
Nebraska and the surrounding states. 
Many of them, in fact the majority, 
settled there twenty or twenty-five 
years ago, when they emigrated from 
Northern Europe and rushed to the 
virgin lands of the middle west, then 
but the frontier. Most of them have 
been successiul and have profited by 
he opportunities afiorded them. Now 
hey are looking for the same oppor- 
tunities for their children and natur- 
ally turn to Canada. 

Handled Through St. Paul, 

Practically all of those Scandinavian 
immigration srom the United States 
is handled through’ the 8t. Paul 
office, owing to the fact that some 
years ago a Mr, Swanson, himself a 
Swede as his name indicates, wes in 


charge of the work and pushed it 
vigorously among his own people by | 
addressing personal letters to them 


ine their own language. The associa- 
tions and connections thus establish- 
ed have continued up to the present 
and are caiered to by Mr. E. T. 
Holmes, who is at present in change 
of the office and who is a cordial ad- 
mirer of the “candinavian peoples as 
colonists and as desirable citizens. 
They are progressive, law-abiding and 
readily assimilate with their Anglo- 
Saxon. cousins. 
Talk of Restricting Emigration. 
The emigration which is thus drain- 
the agricultural states of their 
best farmers—citizens any country 
can’ i) wffordto” lose—has* attained 
euch propertions that it is attracting 
the aitention, not only of the various 
state officials, but also of the federal 
government. The suggestion has ac 
tually been seriously made, that steps 
should ‘be tadken to restrict or prevent

In view of | 
the claims of our neighbors that about | 
8,700 American farmers settled west 
of Winnipeg last year, although rail-| 
roads officials on this side discredit | 
puch a report, this is an interesting, 
feature of the immigration question. 

“*T believe, said Mr. Haynes, ‘that 
the American Northwest now has the 
eall. Different sections of the country 
have the call at different times. For 
a time it was the west, then it was the 
southwest, The Cenadian . Northwest 
has had ‘the eall for:some years, and, 
while it is «till strong in drawing set- 
tlers, people are gradually becoming 
weaned away from it. 

‘Although there has been a great 
deal of telk recently about the ab 
surdity of Western Canada drawing 


there was so much land’ to be had on 
this side, and there has been a great 
huiliaballoo raised about it, in the end 
this ig movement across the bound- 
ary will help the states on this side.

,acts, and if there ever was any actual 
foundation for them such has been 
greatly exaggerated. 

“That certainly is all) news to me,” 
exclaimed Mr, Holmes, when the re- 
porta were called to his attention, ‘I 
vave never heard even a word of such 
a difficulty or interference, and can 
not believe there is any real justifi- 
cation for such reports.

Railroads Know Nothing of It. 

Mr. Holmes, however, at once took 
energetic steps to ascertain the truth 
or otherwise of the reports; and 
companied me to the agents of. the 
Soo life, where enquiries were made. 
None of the company's officials had 
heard even the slightest intimation 
of the troubles complained of, 
were positive in their declarations that 
such reports were without foundation 
in fact, 

“Certainly, if the crowds who are 
going north are any criterion, the ef. 
forts put forth as complained about 
are not having very good fruit,” said 
a representative of the company. 
“We have never handled so many 
people and such a volume of effects 
as this spring and there is an appre- 
ciable growth in progress all the 
time. But in spite of the volume of 
traffic we are handling there has not, 
so far as I am aware, been a single 
complaint either as regards the ser- 
vice afforded the settlers or the coun- 
try to which they are going to locate, 
No interierenee such as is reported 
céuld possibly be made except in very 
isolated cases without us knowing of 
is You can readily understand that 
we would know how to act were such 
to happen. 

“There may be, and no doubt are 
cases where some very enthusiastic 
or patriotic commercial! traveller mevis 
a car or a trainload of settlers en route 
to Canada and makes a suggestion 
that they alter their plans. This may 
be done in the playful spirit of the 
professional drummer, and while he is 
doing it he probably never expects 
that anyone will take him seriously. 
But such is far from being an «r- 
gapzized attempt to interfere with 
settlers or emigrants to Canada,though 
it must be these that are magnified in- 
to the reports which are being e¢ircu- 
lated.”’
